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An Ehlnest Mas Dead —We rrgret to loam 
by tha last Eurcpaan arrival that Henry Thomas 
Buckle, the celebrated author, died in the city of 
Damascus on the 31st of May. The Philadelphia 
Press says this announcement will create a deep 
feeling of grief throughout this country among 
those who believe in the principles he inculcated, 
as well as those who, disagreeing with him, still 
honor the genius, courage, and industry which 
he manifested as a hiato:ian. Mr. Buckle was 
born on the 24 th day of November, 1823, at L»e, 
in the county of Kent, England. We are told that 
for a very short time he attended school in a Kent 
ish town, near London, where be was taught 
the plainer branches of an English and classical 
education. He does not seem to have been in any 
other ccbool of note, nor are we aware that any 
of tha celebrated institutions claim him among 
their alumni. He possessed a large fortune, and 
collected a fine library; he lived the life of a stu- 
dent and a thinker, gra'.ifving an all-absorbing 
taste for letters, In pursuing, with an incessant 
energy, the studies which be bad marked out for 
his fame. He was celebrated as a chess-player 
many years ago, and, before Id bee una an au- 
thor, had quite a local reputation among Engli--h 
rchelara and men of letters. 

In the year 1857, Mr. Boekli tint publishid 
bis work entilled "The History of Civilization 
in England." It was a remarkable volume, «ul 
excited great attention, pirlly bictuse cf the 
novelty and bo'dness of his views, hit principally 
because he surrounded them with a degree of elo- 
quence ard learning which few writers have ex 
bibitcd. Based upon a theory of skepticism, and 
discarding many cf the oldest established principles 
of Christianity, its author became at once the oh 
ject of scorn and dsnenciation on the part of those 
who defended the Church, and extravagant 
j«y on the part of those who disbelieved in Rev- 
elation. The Athetaoam attacked it very co- 
vertly, and in Its assaults it was sustained by 
several of the leading British quarterlies. Not- 
withstanding its unpopularity among men of the 
Church, Mr. Buckle's work attained a great rep 
utation both in England and America. In the 
first year of its publication two large editions 
were sold. The second volume was printed but 
recently, and as Mr. Buckle had not deviated 
from the plan set forth in his first work, but, on 
the contrary, carried out the theories he then ad- 
vanced with more boldness and fervor than be- 
fore, there was still tha same spirit and denuncia- 
tion manifested by those who disagreed with his 
theories and conclusions. 

Let us say as we will of Henry Thomas Buckle, 
he was a great man. Setting aside any sectarian 
view, he has written a book which will live. It 
Is full cf thought, of eloquence, and study; and 
while we ourselves are far from agreeing in 
many of the strange and novel propositions he 
advances, we at all times read his chapters with 
profit and delight. "The History of Civilization," 
like Macan lay's History of England, was com- 
menced on too stupendous a scale fat any man to 
complete during the space allotted to mortals 
on the earth, and it remain] to in as a 
splendid fragment of what the ambition of 
its author conceived, and to the completion of 
which the energy of his life was devoted. Our 
latest intelligence in relation to Mr. Buckle inti- 
mated that in the third volume (f bis work he 
would discuss civiliztticn in North America. We 
should have read any theories he might have 
printed about us with unusual interest, and it is 
not at all improbable that they remain among his 
unprinted papers. 

We are sorry that be has gone. The world cf 
letters has lest one of its brightest ornaments, ard 
England one of her mo it gifted sons. 

tfjT Tbe homestead bill grants one hundred and 
sixty acres of public land to any person who will 
settle on them and cultivate them, except reserved 
lands within fifty miles of certain railroads, and 
of these lands eighty acres. There is nothing in 
the act, however, to t'levoui a single man and a 
single woman, each being twenty-one years of 
age, from locating each eighty acres of these re 
served and higher-priced lands; and they are at 
perfect liberty to get married the day afterwards. 
Any person, male or female, who is over twenty- 
one years of age, and a citizen of the United 
States, or who, not being yet a citizen, has made 
legal declaration of his intention to become one, 
or who, being a citizen under twenty-one years of 
age, is nevertheless the head of a family, or has 
spent fourteen days or over in the military service 
of the United States, and has never borne arms 
against the Federal Government, nor given aid 
and comfort to its enemies, is entitled to the ben- 
efit of the bill. 

Thr Cold Wkathkk Accounted POM —The 
(ffii ors of the packet-ship David Hoadly, which 
vessel arrived at New York on Tuesday from Liv- 
erpool, report that they encountered upwards of 
fifty icebers during the passage, besides a great 
deal cf Seating ice. The ship Panama, also from 
Liverpool, brings a similar report. The presence 
of these large masses of ice on our coast probably 
account, in some measure, for the extraordinary 
backwardness of the season. The nights and 
mornings in June are rarely so cold as now. Nu- 
merous bergs ar.d fields of ice from the Arctic 
teas, breaking up and drifting down with the 
current of the Oulf Stream, have a tendency to 
produce such effects. 



Destrcctioh of a Coal Oil Factory by 
Fire. — On Friday morning a fire broke out in the 
coal oil factory in the eastern part of Newport, 
Ky., on the bark of the Ohio river, atd in a 
short time the building and its contents were en- 
tirely consumed. The loss is chiefly from the 
destruction of the building and machine!}-, and 
will amount to about $7,000, upon which there 
is a partial insurance in some Ciccinnati offices. 
The premises were owned by E. Grasselli & Co., 
who will rebuild without unnecessary delay. 
, 

TootnvB Uovkrnorb. — Five rebel Governors 
are now absent from their posts, wandering up 
and down the country in search of employment. 
Rector, of Arkansas, Milton, cf Florida, Moore, 
of Louisiana, Jackson, of Missouri, and Harris, of 
Tennessee. These gubernatorial fugitives were 
blatant secessionists in the early days of the re- 
bellion, and every man of them promised to die in 
the last ditch. Our armies having frightened 
them away from their posts, they have probably 
gone to find the ditch. As chivalrous men they 
must fulfil their promises.

DISLOYAL TEACHERS. 
1 see from the Journal, of which I am a con- 
stant reader, that the Trustees of the Public 
Schools of Louisville have decided to emply none 
but loyal teachers. This is a most wise acd im- 
portant decision. Why should the youth of the 
city be allowed to be subjected to the insidious 
and pernicious training of tho enenvos of the 
State and national government ! To keep an 
army of nearly tbreo quarters of a million in the 
tented field to fight and put down disloyalty, and, 
at the same time, allow an army of traitorous 
teachers to sow and cultivate at will the seeds of 
treason in the minds of the youth of the country 
bohind them, is an idea inconceivably absurd and 
most fatally ruinous to the prospects of a restored 
loyalty to the government. 

The writer has had ample opportunity for ob- 
serving the effects produced by disloyal teachers 
during the past eighteen months in Kentucky 
upon the youth under their care. The poison of 
disunion has been most aeciauouily and, in some 
places, most successfully infused into the youth- 
ful mind by secessionists and secession sympa- 
thizers in the various departments ct education. 
In some places the trustees of chartered institu- 
tions, male and female, are almost all thorough 
traitors, and no teacher or professor of loyal 
sentiments can receive an appointment from them. 
I know some, who are now organizing their 
corps of instructors with special reference to their 
disloyal purposes. I have examined three female 
classes and two male classes, embracing, in the 
aggregate, over sixty young men and women, 
who have been taught by disloyal teachers in 
moral scier.es since these troubles commenced, 
and notwithstanding the uniform. authority of all 
accredited books on the subject, three-fourths of 
the pupils of both sexes entertained the most 
perverted notions of the validity of an oath, 
and cf the duties of citizens to their Govern- 
ment. In many instances the commissioners of 
common schools are vastly more concerned to pro- 
cure teachers of disloyal proclivities than of any 
other qualification. Secessionists understand the 
importatcs of securing the influence of the teach- 
er for their cause. 

Something ought to be promptly d:ns to arrest 
the tendency of things in the education- of the 
ycung men and women of Kentucky. 1 suggest 
the following: 

1. Lot all the commissioners of common schools, 
acd the trustees of chartered institutions, male 
snl female, be required to take the oath, and if 
secessionists, give bonds in addition, as the con- 
dition of holding their trust. 

2. Let all teachers, male and female, be re- 
quired to take the oath, atd, if secessionist, give 
bonds for the faithful discharge of their duties as 
loyal teachers, or let none but teachers and pro- 
fessors of known loyalty be allowed to bs em- 
ployed in the State. 

3. Let tho presid snts of all chartered institu- 
tions be required to be men of unsuspected 
loyalty. 

These requisitions may bo carriol out by Gon. 
Boyle, as military commander of the State, un- 
til the l.-gislature shall have met and enacted a 
law to meet the case. All the common schools 
and all the other educational institutions in the 
State should be at once placed under some such 
res'rictions as tho moat effectual means of sav- 
ing tho foundations of scciety. Better far 
for the country that every secession school 
shcu'd be at once closed, and every seces- 
sion teacher stopped, and that all their pu- 
pils should go without an education, than that 
they should bs allowed to be further corrupted 
by the insidi.un influences of the demon cf dis- 
loyalty. Let those in authority take tho neces- 
sary steps to put the matter in its proper shape 
It can bo done, and should be done at once, and 
by the first of September every school, academy, 
and college in the State will bo training the rising 
generation in the spirit, sentiment, and practices 
of private ant public virtue. The loyal teacher 
is the most effective agent that Government can 
employ to beget and establish loyalty in the pub- 
lic mind, while the disloyal teacher is its worst 
enemy— its most insidious destroyer.

From the Mississii pi.— The correspondent of 
the St. Louis Republican, writing from the mouth 
of White river, Ark., the 11th inst., says: 

The fleet left ita anchorage eirly Friday morn- 
ine, and proceeded on ita mission to "cpan up" the 
Mississippi. 

A battery had. early in this contest, been con- 
structed immediately above 11. 1 mi. mounting 
eight email guns, but wo met no resistance 
there. 

liulena is — well, an Arkansas river town — the 
aame may be paid of Nipoleoo; and it is fortunate 
nothing like such a description applies to any 
other river towns. Uae steamboat was at the 
wharf-boat, and that tired up rapidly and ran. 
We could ■ ■ quite a crowd of gasers upon the 
streots, and a Bcore orlwo of equoatrians wore 
making rapid prrgresa into the country. I guess 
they had heard thit the paople of Misiouri hid 
oot burned their hemp crops. 

The Mound City, Capt. Kelt v. beiog in the 
lead, find half a bVzen shotB at the re'reatiog 
steamboat, but abo h id ,.e)l such a start that they 
foil short. Capt. Wells's tug Spiteful was then 
sent after her, but was forced to give up the chase 
at the end of a dozan miles. The Lexington con- 
liauid the chase and went almost te the mouth of 
White rivar before she gave over the pursuit. 
Tho retreitiog boat is supposed to be the Clara 
Dolson, one of the most splendid and fast boats 
extant. Altogether it was a most excitiDg epis- 
ode in the leg bookl of the dent. 

A few miles bilow Helena we passed Friar's 
Point, a Dost of as foul aecesdonists as can be 
found in Mississippi. A little moro than a year 
ago, the people got full of whisky ard secession- 
ism, and banged three of their rellow citizens for 
the crime of boiog loyal to the Union. Not con- 
<n'. with this, they birreled up the victin-s and 
rolled them into the Mississippi river. Tbii is a 
fact. 

I omitted to notice yesterday a f ict cf some in- 
terest to river men. DuriDg the recint high 
water, the St. Francis took to herself a new 
mouth, and now ernes almost or a tangent with 
the Mississippi. In this cbange ths old town of 
Sterling has nearly been "fin shed." All of ita 
dwellings, except perhaps half a dozen, have 
tuin'iled into the water; and the dwellings of the 
dead as well — 'hi graveyard that contained the 
dead of twenty years — met. the same fate. The 
town, as old river men will remember, originally 
wss half a mile higher up; hut it has gradually 
cared off and boon persevoringly rebuilt till this 
year, when there are not enough houses or people 
left to start a new town or graveyard. 

Such is history on this ever changing Missis- 
sippi. An Island remains below the old mouth, 
to that tin stream has really two mcu'.hs. 

I have learned a factabiut the Yazoo that I 
did not before know. After running up many 
valuable craft, the rebels have blocked up its 
mouth by by siokiug old barges, etc. The same 
informant assures mo that tho Quitman is really 
as of the things that were. A Union man as- 
sures me, also, that there was tin one boat in the 
St Francis— the Carroll. At. White River Island 
the Lula, a stern wheeler, ia aground. I know 
not where Bhe I elonga. Not a rank of wo xl have 
1 yet seen. Whether the chippora refuse to cut 
slicks for tha secessionists, or havo "cut sticks" 
for the war, I koow no'; but cartain it is there 
is no wo xl on the backs below Memphis. Steam- 
boats above must not rely on ridding much for a 
month yet. 

While making a critical examination of the St. 
Louis to-day, noting her ball scars and iron patch- 
ings, of which she hai a very large show, Mr. 
Kendrick pointed out to me a Uerman gunner, 
and related a story that is worth telling. 

At the Fort Henry fight this brave fellow was 
very actively oDgagosl when a shot struck near 
the port hole and filled his face with splinters, 
besides knocking bim over. In a mcment be 
jumped up, exclaiming, "Now, boys, 1 bees 
woucded — I beee mad — so you loads bim so much 
bettor as you can, ard I sends do ball I it shall 
give 'em hell." And he did aim some terrible 
and telliog shots till the fight was over. And 
amorg the men hois not the only one of whom 
anecdo'es of sailor bravery cannot be told. 

About twenty-five miles above White river, it 
being night, we had a grand exhibition of fire- 
works, some fool of a planter burning at least a 
c. uple hundred bales fir our amusement. The 
floa ing cotton in the liver, the charred bils on 
the bank, everywhere attest the universality of 
tho fanaticil and deslrnc'ive spirit of socessionism. 

A few miles above the mouth of White wehid 
a little "laughing place" in our too monotonous 
journey. The Quartermaster put his loDg glass 
to bis eve to examine) a gr nn lbs shore, 
whereupon they tlxi incontiaeotly! As a gen- 
eral thing, bowover, we do not see such timidity. 
The ladies frequently salute us with waving of 
handkorchiefs, and the negroes bow and ofen clap 
their bands in delight. I think 1 hs-r some of 
the darkies exclaim: "Dsre comes de Ltr.kurae! 
Oal breea Gc>d! Hallelu^orum! I koew dey's 
coming! " The white malos generally look silent- 
ly at us. If they are glad lo see us, they dare 
not express it; if they are very exoressive in their 
feelings they swear, and I guess smuoof tho picas 
one.-, una ins Outcbman j i«t. "think d imnit." 
If they don't say it.

"The Union Element."— Under this head 
the Boston Post has some remarks which wo 
earnestly commend to Congress and to the 
people both South and North. The remarks 
are fitted to guide the one section and 
assure the other. 

Wc quote the remarks prominently. "Every 
manifestation of the Union element in the in- 
fected States," says the Post, "shows that all 
that is needed to evoke it largely is really con. 
stitutional policy on the pait of the loyal 
Siatos. A fresh evidence of this is seen in the 
Nashville demonstration. It is a gross calumny 
on the truo patriotism that characterized it to 
allege that its object was to screen the rebel 
leaders or to tamper with the rebellion in any 
way; for no soverer denunciation can bo found 
of the secession leaders than the speakers 
uttered, and no firmer course against them is 
seen anywhero than that pursued by Governor 
Johnson. Still, ho denounces the radicalism 
of the times as severely is any public man 
new on the stage. All that the Union men 
in Tennessee or elsewhere ask is simple 
fidelity to the Constitution. 

" J he national life may be said to hang on 
this thread ; and fortunate for the cause of 
republican institutions, it is not a brittle 
thread, but of strength equal to the day. The 
Constitution, as an embodiment of the national 
sentiment of the country, is what the greatest 
intellects in the world have eulogized, and 
what " the plain people " can appreciate. Its 
value is attested in ways innumerable in the 
past, and all that is necessary to produce new 
triumphs for It, is for truo and loyal men, 
South and North, East and West, to break 
away from old party prejudices and attach 
merits that stand in the way cf Union on its 
basis ; to rally as one man against Secession 
and Radicalism, North or South ; to turn out 
of the council halls, from those of the village 
to those of the nation, all who are hostile to 
this instrument. This is the party and this 
the work for this great hour. 

"The people, in all their political action, 
ought to be careful to distinguish between 
hypocrites and true men; between those who 
call themselves Union men and those who are 
in reality Union men. For politicians to 
stand up in or out of Congress and profess to 
bo Union while apologizing for rebellion; or 
un the other hand, while advocating the 
nwccpiog confiscation measures so grandly ex- 
posed and denounced by Judges Collamer and 
Thomas, or the despotic measure of annihi 
lating the States, voted for, to their eternal 
disgrace, by so many Republican member;; or 
who favor such criminal work as Fremont and

suit the intelligence of men. These are dis- 
union schemes. If their authors really 
desired to effect an eternal separation; to 
make the sullen in the places in which our 
arms have prevailed doubly sullen; to destroy 
tho salutary effect of overy Union demonstra- 
tion in the South like that at Nashville, they 
could hardly go to work in a way better calcu 
lated to produce these results. Indeed the 
opinion is gathering strength, that the promo- 
ters of these radical measures, that aro plainly 
outside of the Constitution, design the cstab 
lishment of two Confederacies, and are working 
in concert with the leaders of the rebellion. 

"The patriotic people, however, North and 
South, really mean to perpetuate tho old Union 
that made one country They mean to re-es- 
tablish tho authority of the Constitution over 
the whole land, and desire to see it interpreted 
in the spirit in which the fathers interpreted it 
They cannot want a better government than 



neither derives any advantage from the odium 
of the other, while each is left to stagger under 
the weight of its own. Let both be fought 
together by all means North as well as South 
and South as well as North. 

Let this be done; but, loyal men of the 
South, if at all times it should not be done in 
what may seem to us proper measure at the 
North, let us not on this account be quick, let 
us notwithstanding be very slow, to join with 
the abolitionists in raising or swelling the cry 
of sccessionism against the erring ones. We 
can afford to be slow in this respect; but we 
cannot afford to be quick. Justice, patriotism 
gratitudo, interest, policy, every motive that 
can influence good and rational men, forbid it 
No doubt there are 60me disloyal men in the 
North besides the abolitionists; but we cannot 
trust the abolitionists to pick them out. The 
proverb "Set a thief to catch a thief' does not 
apply to this coso. If we were to set traitors 
to catch traitors, there would be presently no 
loyal men outside of dungeons. The unspar- 
ing denunciation of the abolitionists may be 
very good cvidonce et' treason with the 
abolitionists themselves, but it cannot be with 
us, even though we should deem the denuncia 
tion 6omc»liat too exclusive. Such denuncia' 
tors have an unquestionable cla'm upon our 
forbenrancc. Wticthcr or not any of them are 
traitors is a question that wc may safely leave 
to the conservatives of the North, whose dis- 
position to ferret out Northern truitors is at 
least equal to that of the abolitionists, and 
whose standard of lojalty is something su- 
perior. So far as we lean on others in the 
case, let us bs guided by the judgment of the 
Northern conservatives, and nut by the rage 
aod malice of the abolitionists. Thus much is 
due to our Northern brethren, to ourselves, 
and to the common cause.

•"The majority of those," »ay» the Bos- 
ton Courier, "who by the accident of party 
predominance represent New England in Con- 
gress, represent her in her fitful mood, and not 
her 60und, solid sense, or tho noble, patriotic 
spirit which we are persuaded animates the 
bosoms of a large majority of her children. 
That she does not now occupy her old position 
in the councils of the nation, is plain to all 
men. That she can recover much which has 
been lost in the pursuit of jack-a-lanlern 
theories and sentimentalities we fully believe 
In the field of battle she has been true as 
steel. There is not a stain upon her escutcheon. 
She has more than vindicated all her former 
fame. In tho civil conflict she has yet to re 
deem herself. When hero she shows herself 
true to the nation, she will bo truo to herself. 
Here is the proper work of New England, 
marked out by the hand of a statesman, in- 
spired by the heart of a patriot. Will not 
New England come up to tho glorious work? 
We cherish a proud and inspiriting hope that 
she will. 

A Correction. — In our remarks the other 
day touching the Kentucky troops who took 
part in the reduction of Fort Donelson, the 
name"Henry" was inadvertently misprinted fjr 
McIIenrv, the name of the commander of the 
17tb Kentucky regiment, one of the most gal- 
lent, accomplished, and meritorious officers in 
the service.

The only Kentucky regiments in the battle of 
Fort Donelson we.ro the I7tb, Col. McHenry 
commanding, and the Both, Col. Shackelford 
commanding. The cunduct of these regiment 
was brilliant, and it was so represented in the 
reports of the superior officers tngafiud. Every 
officer and man in both regiments mstmguisnea 

himself.

this provides for. They cannot have a mot* the Northern side of that line are no doubt 
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solid prosperity than they enjoyed under its 
provisions. Nor can the heart of man desire 
greater progress than can be attained under its 
noble guarantee of order and republican law." 

These remarks are sound in doctrine, admi- 
rable in temper, and prudent in expression. 

We say prudent in expression, because, while 
exposing and denouncing the doctrines and 
measures of the abolitionists, they guard care- 
fully against the smallest indirect countenance 
of the secessionists; in short, they exclude the 
conclusion of disloyal sympathies, which tho 
radicals of tho North aro ever ready to draw 
from the simple denunciation of their heresies. 
The Post, indeed, is habitually guarded in this 
respect, never suffering its readers to forget the 
crime and destructiveness of secession in hold- 
ing up to view the crime and deatructive- 
noss of abolition. It doesn't weaken its 
case by ignoring or cloaking either half of the 
double-headed enormity that is convulsing the 
land and drenching it in fraternal blood. It 
exhibits the case in its integrity. This is not 
an unimportant rule, and we are glad to see 
fiat in general the conservative journals < f 
the* North observe it with more or lesa care. 
Carelessness on this point is clearly bad jour- 
nalism, inasmuch as it plays into the hands of 
both the secessionists and tho abolitionists, 
thereby serving to contravene tho great end in 
its twofold aspect. 

Nor is this rule of integrity of less import 
ance to the loyal journalists of the South than 
it is to their brethren of the North. Nor dare 
we flatter ourselves that the rule is observed 
with greater caution by us than it is by them 
The local adversaries of the conservatives of 
the North are tho abolitionists; the local ad 
versaries of the conservatives of tho South are 
the secessionists. While it is natural for our 
Northern brethren, in the heat of their direct 
struggle with the abolitionists, sometimes to 
lose sight rather too much of the secessionist*, 
it is equally natural for us, in the heat of our 
direct and more deadly struggle with the seces- 
sionists, sometimes to Ipso sight in like meas- 
ure of the abolitionists; and doubtless we yield 
to the common tendency as often and as in- 
juriously as our brethren of the North do. 
We do not propose to go into an inquiry on 
this head. We desire only to point out the 
eommon tendency, as one to be cautiously 
watched and firmly resisted alike in both sec- 
tions. 

The true rule is the rule of integrity to 
which we have adverted. Let neither of the 
two grand elements of the question be lest 
sight of in cither section. The question, so 
vitally are its elements related, cannot South 
or North be sundered without crippling the 
cause of the government. In the North, the 
abolitionists alone cannot be fought so well as 
the secessionists and the abolitionists together, 
as, in the South, the secessionists alone cannot 
be fought so well as the abolitionists and the 
secessionist j together; for the conservatives of 
the North, in fighting the abolitionists alono, 
expose themselves to tho cry of secessionism, 
which aids the abolitionists and comforts the 
secessionists, as the conservatives of the South,

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Affairs ik Memphis —The editor of the Cin 
cinnati Oaz»tt« has had a conversation with a 
gontleman who has resided in Memphis for some 
time past, and is pretty well iDfjrmed as to I ho 
character of the leaders of the rebellion. The 
destruction of property is opposed by the masses 
of the people ; acd it is rarely that any one de- 
stroys his own cotton, bat the leaders are reckless, 
desperate, and despotic. The prominent men have 
pretty generally feathered their own nests, and 
whether the rebellion succeeds or nor, they have 
a plan for taking car* of themselves. In the 
event of success thsy can settle down and live 
swimmingly on the fruits of their plunder, while 
In the event of defeat, they can leave the country 
with their pockets full. Their aim is, if forced to 
give up, to rjduce the whole country to* perfect 
wreck and leave nothing behiud but ruins aDd 
a distressed people. The most roley and 
destructive classes are those who never 
owned anything, and are anzioui for any 
opportunity to plunder It was with the greatest 
difficulty that these adventurers were prevented 
from destroying Memphis, ard having been de- 
feated ia their wishes and fle 1 from the city on 
the approach of the Union army, they now de- 
nounce it as an aboli ion hole. No one who did 
not see and hear and feel for himself has any idea 
of the reign of terror that prevailed in Memphi', 
nd that still prevails where the rebtl military 
has control. Even now, with Federal soldiers in 
Memphis and New Orleans, enough deeperale 
characters remain to keep Union people in a state 
< f terror. Hence, many who are for the Govern- 
ment and love the flag, are cautions about ex- 
pressing their veiws. Those only who have lived 
in the rebel States, and who now witness the le- 
nient treatmout of rebe's by our Generals, can 
fully appreciate the posi .ion of the past ire people 
of the Sonth. 

Moke Biishwhai kino in Owen County. — 
Passengers to this city by the Lexington train on 
Saturday eveniog brought intelligence of another 
rebtl outrage in Owen county on Friday. A 
precinct meeting was held about twenty-two 
miles from Borry's Station to nominate delegates 
to the Union Convention to assemble yesterday 
at Owenton. About 3 o'clock in the afternoon, as 
eotne of the citizens composing this primary 
meeting were returning home, they were fired 
upon from a clump of bushes. Five of thsm were 
killed outright and several others wcunded. 
When the news was made known at Berry's Sta- 
tion fifty of the Home Guard started for the 
scene of the outrage. Fifty more went from 
Boyd's Stathn, and from Lexington Col. Warner, 
of the 18th Kentucky, sent one hundred picked 
men. The atsiseins will no doubt be caught and 
properly punished.

SWEEDEN'S COVE AND CHATTANOOGA. 
Headquabtkks U. 8. Forces, \ 
Shelby vi lle, Tuns., June 18, 1862 / 
The expedition which left Columbia on the 
29th May, known as "Negley's Expedition," 
after a long and tedi us march across the Cum- 
berland Mountains, fulfilled ils mission and re- 
turned to this point fully prepared and ready to 
renew the contest at any time the order shall bo 
given to forward. Among the many newspaper 
reports, many misrepresentations have been made, 
and it is for that reason that I pen this letter, 
that a knowledge of the facts may place tho 
credit, if any there is, to the proper brigade en- 
gaged in the skirmish at Sweeden's Cove and 
before Chattanooga. The command of Col. H. 
A Hambrigbt, 79 h regiment Pennsylvania Vol- 
unteers, Act ing- Brigadier- Gener a >, is composed 
of tho j'.h Kentucky Cavalry, Col. Haggard com 
manding ; a detachment of the 7th Pennsylvania 
Cavalry, Msjor Wynkoop commanding ; one 
action 1st Ohio Artillery, Lieut. Sypher com- 
manding ; one section 1st Kentucky Artillery, 
Lieut. Webb commanding ; and tin 79 :h Regular 
Pennsylvania Volunteers (Infantry), Msj >r Mel- 
linger commanding ; and were the only troops 
engaged in the tkirmbh at Sweeden's Cove. 

On June Tib Col. Hambiight's command ar- 
rived before Chattanooga (being tbe advance 
brigade), and opened fire upon tbe enemy before 
the rest of the troepi bad arrived— in fact had 
completely silenced the enemy's batteries befcre 
any assistance was rendered by those coming up 
in the rear. Oa the 8lh the cannonading was re- 
newed by ono section of the 1st Kentucky artille- 
ry, of Col. H.'s command, acd one section of 
Edgorton a battery attached to Acting Bricadier 
General Turchia's command. No roply being 
made, the artillery was withdrawn and forces or- 
dered to right about and return to camp. A 
sense of justice demands that tbe foicss engaged 
shall be named correctly, and for that reason your 
cor.'e. c potjdent has token the pains to furnish 3-011 
with copies of the official reports to General 
Negley, of Col. Hambright's command.

CoNTarriON of New Orleahs — lb* following 

1 nteresting extracts afs from a private letter 
dated at New Orleans on the llth instant: 

The exports from here are almost entirely con 
lined to sugar and molasses, which is given in ex- 
change for the absolute necessaries of life. So 
stringent has the blockade been at this port that 
for several consecutive days the entire city was 
without bread — the rich and poor alike. The Lt. 
Blackstone brought the first cargo of fbur, and it 
is to be sold at auction to-day. The maximum 
price heretofore was twenty dollars per barrel, 
United States money, fixed by General Butler. 
The currency of th* city consists of broken bank 
bills reprinted on the backs, and cut in half, mak- 
ing two bills of one — omnibus tickets, railroad 
checks, and little pieces of cards of all kinds. 

There was a Utiin flag raised on the City Hall 
on Saturday, amidst some enthusiasm and much 
fear by m iny who wish our cause eucoss but dare 
not encourage us, as the li'e of a raJident is worth 
little who dares advocate Union. As yet tbe city 
la held by fear, but it is tbought that a few days 
will it,. k - 1 a great chango in our favor. 

The residents of the city despise Lovell for run- 
ning away, and the country people despise the 
city folks for letiiog him run without- an eff irt to 
prevent the landing of our forces. I have heard 
many men and even ladies speak very indignant- 
ly agaiost what they call the "runaway clerk of 
a runaway Street Commissioner." They sav bis 
horse made the best time of any in the regi- 
ment. 

Business seems to be generally reviving. Tbe 
latest papers contain columns of "wants," an- 
nouncements of arrivals of goods from the North, 
and advertisements of the resumption of travel to 
New Yoik, Minatitlan, and Red liver. 

The money article of the True Delta of the 
llth says of 

trade and finance 
Nothing has occurred in financial circles since 
our last to materially alter tbe condition of the 
market, and bu:inessof every kind still progresses 
in en exceedingly languid and unsatisfactory 
manner. There were no commercial or mortgage 
securities to b> found at any time in the hands of 
s -Iters, snd the bank movement was almost ex- 
clusively restricted to full or partial renewals of 
maturing obligation, while trarsactions in fpecie 
and uncurrent money wore, if anything, still 
entailer than heretofore, and operations in ex- 
change wero confined lo trifling negotiatioos in 
sterling bills at 30 per cent, premium, and in 
francs at four frapes per dollar for city and bank 
notes. 

Stocks and bond< were almost wholly neglecttd 
tbrrugbout, but holders manifested no disposition 
whatever to press sales, and, iu fact, operators 
appeared to bo as far apart as ever on the ques- 
tion of prices. No large lots of any description 
have changed hands from the opening of tb« 
week, or, at leasr, no particulars of any actual 
transfers have been made known except those of 
twenty five shares Btnk of L'umiana Block, 
which have boon reported at the reduced price of 
#110 per share 

contractors held to their obligations. 

Gen. Shepley, military commandant of New 
1 1, 'leans, has taken the city contractors in band, 
and holds them to their contrac's, thus providing 
for the cleatlioes", and consequently tbe health 
oPthe city. The True Dolta sayf: 

la connection with tbe resolutions providing 
for the employment of laborers to clean and re- 
pair the paved aad unpaved streets and gutters of 
the city, was one authorizing the annulling of all 
contracts for the performance of that work, with 
the consent of the parties having or holding the 
same. This resolution called forth some inquiry 
and explanation, during which it was statt d that 
tbe contracts m : ght as well be annulled, as no 
contractor for cleaning and repairing Iho streets 
bad ever strictly complied with the terms cf his 
contract; and that to have done to would have 
broken any man who undertook it. This, then, 
accounts for the too frequent neglected condition 
of the streets and gu'.ters. If this be tbe case 
(and we have no reason to d Mtbt it), tbs sooner 
such a system of contracting is broken ud tbe bet- 
ter. It is wrong in principle and injurious in 
practice; and gives rise to the grave suipcion 
that these contracts have only boon given as lar- 
gesses to favorites. But it appears that General 
Shepley, who exercises the veto power, does not 
understand this system of doing business, and has 
returned to the board in wbicb it oiiginattd this 
annulling resolution, wilh his obj actions thereto. 
He is in favor of holding contractors to their ob- 
ligations, no matter how ruinous thsir terms may 
be. This will be hard on the contractors, if what 
is said of their contracts be true. 

The letter of Gen Shepley to the Common 
Council, referred to above, reads as follows: 

Headquarters Military Commandant,) 
N. O. City Hall, June 10, 1862. f 
To the Honorable the President and Members of 

the Assistant Board of Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: I respectfully return to you here- 
with a resolution which originated iu your bon- 
orab-e B >ard, providing that the contracts within 
tbe city fir cleaning and repairing the streets and 
gutters of this city be annulled, with tbe consent 
of tbe parties now holding snch contracts. 

I respectfully state to you in writing, as un- 
reason for not approving said rosolu'ion, that I 
do not think it would be tbe interest of the city 
of New Orleans to release those parties from their 
contracts. 

During the period in which these contracts 
have been in force, the city of New Orleans ap- 
pears to have performed tbe condition of the con- 
tracts on its part, by making tho payment pro- 
vided for. 

It docs not, in many instances, satisfactorily 
appear to me that tbe contractors have fulfilled 
their oblig ttions, and under these circumstances 
I respectfully submit to you whether it would be 
just to annul the contracts <f all the contractors 
who cinsent to havo them annulled, thereby re- 
leasing such as have not discharged their duties 
under their contracts from any liability for their 
omissions and neglect. 

Ras-pectfully, O. F. SHEPLEY, 
Military Commandant cf New Orleans. 
From all this it appears that the city is to bo 
opt as (loan as possible, oven at the expenso of 
annoying the contractors, who were as violent 
rebels as those who went out to fight. 

swindling. 
Under tbe head of "Cancelling Contracts, " the 
Evening True Delta of the llth says: 

For a long lime past tbe contract system, like 
all other branches of city government, was a 
shameless fraud and iafamous di option, u »■! for 
tho enrichment of aldermen, assistant aldermen, 
organizers of the shouldsr hitting and Thug fra- 
ternity, and tbe cunaille wbicb kept watch and 
ward over the possession of the spoils. By means 
of it the post of aldetman and assistant alderman 
became a more lucrative berth by far than that of 
tbe Cbiof Justiceship of tbe State, and a place on 
the Streets aud Landings Committee is vastly 
more remunerative in shrewd hands than th* 
Presidency of the country. 

In other words, municipal thefts were the rul* 
and honesty th* exception under rebel rule. 
Moreover, tbe same article continues: 
Let us take the Commercial Water Works as 
an illustration. This corporation, wli.h, under 
capable and proper management, might be made 
so immensely beneficial to the public, has been 
littl* better than a cheat and a dec p'ion, a grind- 
ing monopoly to the poor, a useful adjunct to the 
money-making, weaitby f-.w For years past it 
seems to have had no other mixtion than to en- 
rich a few men, and so much bad it become the 
fashion to regard it less as a public work, for pub- 
lic convenience and comfort, than for private 
benefit, that tbe usual ceremony of cubmitiirg 
its contracts to tbe action of its coard of admin- 
istra'orsis said to have been di r:ea;ded. It has 
also been intimated that a contract f>r machine- 
ry, with the Novelty Works, New York, which 
was made at forty odd thousaLd dollars, mirucu- 
nl< usly increased to somewhere over a hundred 
thousand; but how or where this discrepance is 
accounted for deponent sayeth not. This Water 
Works Company was, as we have aaid, regarded 
as a epecies of municipal appanage and adminis- 
tered accordingly. 

RESUMPTION OK SI'ECTE PAYMENT 

The gratifying intelligence of a resumption of 
specie payments by the banks of New Orleans is 
thus conveyed by the True Dolta of ths llth: 

Some of I ha banks are, we understand, pre- 
paring themselves for the resumption of sp.cie 
payments, and, in our columns, the Bank of 
America announces that this important step has 
been already taken by that hitherto very success- 
fully administered corporation. This is as it 
should be, and is veo- commondable. Oar views 
on the currency question have boon so frequently 
given in these columns sine* tho stupidly dishon- 
est suspension of September that it would be 
superfluous now to reproduce them; but we may 
with propriety atk, what earthly good can accrue 
to any bank or any individual by an obstinate re- 
sistance to proceedings that rnn neither bo sot 
aside - r disregarded? Is there a b inking inslitu 
tion in New Orleans so senselessly conducted as to 
suppose that the interea's of the community must 
be ever made subservient to its own, and that its 
profits, legitimate or illegitimate, aro the only 
considerations that must be allowed to have 
weight or importance? 

Wholesojie Order —Tbe Provost Marshal of 
Memphis has issued tbe following order: 

Tbe practice too often indulged in by evil dis- 
posed persons of insulting and nsing violence to- 
ward loyal citizens, will no longer be tolerated 
under any circumstances. Union cit'zens who 
have placed the American flag over tbeir houses 
will be protected in this manifestation of their 
loyalty to the Government, and hereafter the 
Provost Guard are instructed to shoot down any 
one who may attempt to remove the dig, or in- 
sult the owner or his promises.

"CIRCULAR." 

IlF.AI'QtJAKTKRS U. S. FORCRS IH KeSTUCKY,) 

Louisville, K.Y., June 9th, 1862. J 
The following instructions are issued for tbe 
guidance Of ( flicers in the cases specified: 

1. All peaceful and law-abiding citizens and 
residents of iho State must bo protected in their 
persona, property, and rights, but citizens and 
residents who join the so-called Coufedera a forces, 
or gave them aid and assistance, or went within 
their linos without license from i he proper authori- 
ties, and have returned or may roturn, and bo re- 
pentant fof their ctndact, must report themselves 
to Col. Henry Danl, Provoit Marshal of Louis- 
ville, Col. S. D Bruce at Bowling Green, Major 
Brocht, Provost Marshal of Lexington, or Col. 
Noble at Paducah, and furnish evidence of such 
repentance, and take the oath of allegiance and 
give bonds with security for their future good 
conduct, and if they fail 80 to report themselves, 
they must bo arrested and committed to tbe mili- 
tary prison at Louisville, and sent thence to Camp 
Chase, with a statement of their case, to await 
the action of the Secretary of War. 

2. All persons who organize or aid in organ- 
izing forces for the rebellion, or organize or aid in 
organizing guerillas, or harbor or conceal, or give 
information or assistance to guerillas, must be 
arrested and dealt with according to military 
law. 

3. In times of trouble like these, good, law- 
abiding men will refrain from language and con- 
duct that excites to rebellion. For anything said 
or done with the intent to excite to rebellion, the 
offender must be arrested and his conduct re 
ported, that he may be doalt with according to 
law. 

4. When damage shall be done to the person 
or property of loyal citizens by marauding bands 
or guerillas, the disloyal of the neighborhood or 
county will be held responsible, and a military 
commission appointed to assess damages and en 
force compensation. 

6. All arrests will be reported to these Head 
quarters, with a descriptive list of the prisoners, 
and a full statement of the case, and the sub- 
stance of the evidence, and names and residences 
of witnesses.

Tbe fjllowinrr is a full account of tbe fight wilh 
tbe rebel batteries nn White river just received: 

Memphis, June l'J. — The gunboat Conestoga ar- 
rived with despatches containing particulars of 
the engagement at tbe rebal fortifications below 
St. Charier, eight v- fire miles from White river 
cut-off, on the 17th. The guebjats St. Loui», 
Mound City, Lexington, Conestoga, and transport 
New National, having on board the Forty- sixth 
Indiana, Colonel Fitch, which was left here a 
week 8g ) to open communication with General 
Curtis ard remove obstructions from White river, 
ascended that stream. The gunboat Hound City. 
Captain Kelty commanding, was about a mile ar d 
a half in advance, io the bend of the river near 
St. Charles, when two concealed batteries opened 
on. Her decks were immediately cleared for ac- 
tion. As soon as a range of the work* was ob- 
tained, tbe guns opened fire. Captain Kelty 
signalled Colonel Fitch to land bis f rco a mile 
below tbe fort, which was successfully accom- 
plished, the Lexington and St. L >uh sbelliog the 
woods, under the cover of which Colonel Fitch 
gained a pot i ion in tbe rear of the rebels. At 
this juncture a plunging (hot from a seigo gun 
mounted on the bluff, struck the forward port and 
side of the Mound City's osemates, penetrating 
it, passed through the steam drum, and filled the 
vesiel with escaping vapor, scalding nearly every 
one on b ard. 

'1 wenty-three officers and a crew of over fni 
hundred and seventy- five escaped nnburt. Tbe 
scene wbicb ensued was horrible. Many of the 
crew wero frantic from their injuries and jumped 
rverboaiu, atd some drowned. Beats from tbe 
Conestoga coming up at the time to the support 
of the Mound City, sent tbem relief, but the reb- 
els fired on tbe men in I be water with grape and 
canister from field niece.", murdering most of those 
tryiog to eicape. Learning the position of affairs 
at tbe river, Cel. Fitch drew his light, pushed 
f irward at 1 carried the fort by storm at the 
point of the bayonet. The rebel works consisted 
of two batterits, the lower one mounting six field 
pieces and the upper one tbreo beavy S'*ege guns, 
manned by 100 to 600 men, under command of 
Ol. Fry, late of the United States Navy. About 
200 rels are said to have escaped. Over 150 are 
reported killed and wound-d. There are 30 pris- 
ers. Col. Fry, who was wounded in the shoul- 
der, was brought up on the Conestoga. Captain 
Kelty, who was scald* d about the face and bands, 
will rccovor. Second Master Hearth, Third 
Master Kinsia, Fourth Master Scovllle, Master's 
Mate H. R. Browne, Paymaster Garni, Chitf En- 
gineer John Cox, and Ass't Engineer John Mc- 
Afje Hollingsworth were killtd; Pilot Charles 
Young was severely scalded, reported since dead; 
Surgeon Jones, Carp- liter Manniug, slightly. 
From eighty to cits bundrod of our sailors have 
already been buried, and over twenty are miss- 
ing. Col. Fitch reports a few men wounded but 
none killed. But for the unfortunate accident 
of the Mound City, the rebel works wonll have 
been carried without lesi on our aide. She can 
easily be repaired. The flag officer has sent to 
Cairo fcr another crew. The rebels have ob- 
structed tbe channel above by sinking two large 
steamboats and a gunboat believed to bo tbe 
Mai v Pole. 

New York, June 21. 

Advices by the Connecticut state that 
the rebel force at Mobile had been rein- 
forced by 12,000 men from Beauregard's army. 
Beauregard himself is believed to be there. 

Fort Morgan has been strengthened by the 
rebels. 

Tbe towns of the west coast of Flordia were 
reocenpied by rebel troops in larger numbers than 
before. 

Our troops were erecting fortifications near Pen- 
sacola to protect it against the rebels. All was 
quiet there, and Union sentiment was being de- 
veloped. 

Oae of our boat's crews have been captured at 
S'. Marks. They were surrounded by eighty 
rebels when sent ashore for wttor. Two were 
killed and tbe balance, twelve in number, we ra 
captured. 

The Connecticut, while passing Charleston, 
noticed the flags t n Fort Sampler and other for- 
tifications at half mast, indicating the death of 
some important military tifficer. 

The steamer II. . ■ from Newborn on Ilia 17tb, 
and ilatteras on the 18ttt, has arrived. She saw 
a lirge steamer ath ire oft Loggerhead Inlet, tbe 
sea breaking over it. . 

The steamer York, from Port Roval, had put 
into Hatteras with her smoke stack disibled. 

Hon. W. A. Graham having declined, Z. B. 
Vance h is been nominated by the opposition as 
Governor of North Carolina. 

A force of our troops at Newborn dispersed a 
rebel force some tit miles above, on the oppe site 
side of the Neuse river, and destroyed thoir forti- 
fications, bringing in Csp'.ain Latham a prisoner. 

Tbe prize schooner Mary Stuart, from Nassau, 
arrived from Georgetown Bar to-dav, where she 
was captured on the 1st by the U. S. balk Gem 
of the Sea. Her crow esc* pad to the •hot*. Tbe 
cargo consists of salt and medicines. 

Tbe Post says advices per the Connecticut 
state that only 1.200 hhda C-f sugar wero de- 
stroyed by the rebel mob at New Orleans, and 
there are now 00,000 bbds engir and molasses 
there ready for ebipment to tbe North. 

A number of rebel prisoners were brought on 
her, including Ex Surveyor General Butts, of 
Georgia. 

Chicago, June 21. 

A special despatch to the Post from Memphis 
10th, says a report, which is probably reliable, 
reached there to the effect that a part of Porter's 
fleet is now on its way to Vickeburg. They were 
at New Orleans on the 8tb. 

A rebel who tays he has lean orderly to Gen. 
Price was captured in < nr lines last nigbt. He 
says Beauregard started for Richmond imme- 
diately after tbe btttle of Fair Oaks. He also 
states that Price has gone to Richmond to tender 
his resignation. 
Bragg is in command of the army of tho West. 
Memphis, June 10 —Nothing of general interest 
has occurred within the last twenty-four hours. 
Several unimportant arrests were made; other- 
vise the ci y was quiet. Southern papers confirm 
the evacuation of Gronada by Beauregard. The 
order is said to have been gven a week since. 

Two hundred persons took the oath yesterday, 
thirty-live of whom are soldiers. A Confederate 
mailorder was arrested in tha city yesterday. 
He had several letters for soldiers in tbe rebel 
army. 

Washington, June 21, 3 P. M. 
Having learned that reports of an exciting 
character were industriously circulated in Phila- 
delphia atd New York respecting tbe affairs in 
front of Richmond, I called at the War Depart- 
ment for information, and was assured tbat no 
advices had been received, which indicate any en- 
gagement of a character boyond the daily skir- 
mishing growing out of rtconnoissances, and none 
announcing any change in tbe general position of 
our forces before Richmond. 

Later — The following me»sage was received at 
the War Department to-dsy at 3:15 P. M.: 

McCi.ei.lan's Headquarters, June 21. 
To Hon. F.. M. Slanon, Secretary of War : 

Things are pretty quiet to day. There is not 
quite as much shelling as usual. Our prepara- 
tions are progressing well. Ilia enemy opened 
with some heavy guns yesterday but did no harm.

Corinth, June 20. 

A force from Msj.- Gen. Sherman's command oc- 
cupied Holly Springs, and destroyed several pieces 
of trestle work on the Mississippi Central Rail- 
road.

McClellan'b Headquarters, Juae 21. 

To day has been remarkably quiet. There 
was brisk skirmishing yesterday, and last night 
indicated that a general engagement was at 
band. The enemy advanced in strong force on 
our lines laat night, but being promptly mot, 
soon returned. 

Richmond papers contain despatches from Mont- 
gomery, Ala., saying that Beauregard and staff 
had arrived there on their way lo Richmond. It 
is said he would be followed by a large portion of 
the Mississippi army, but a sufficient force has 
been left urdar the invincible Bragg to check the 
advance of tbe vandals under Hal leek. 

The Charleston Mercury of the 18th gives an 
account of an engagement on James Island on 
the previous Sunday, acknowledging severe loss 
on both sides, but without material damage to 
position. 

Corinth, June 21. 

In response to Gen. Halleck a call large quan- 
tities of provisions have been rec-ived from St. 
Louis ami Cincinnati for distribution among the 
suffering Mississlppians, which are being distribu- 
ted liberally along our lines and for which tbe 
inhabitants seem gratefnl. 

The railroad is open westward about eight miles 
west of Grard Junction. It is expected that the 
railroads will be open to Columbus and Memphis 
by the 25th or soonor. 

Official announcement of the evaluation of 
Cumberland Gap by the rebels and its occupation 
by the Federals have been received at head- 
qaarteia. 

Deserters s'ate that Beauregard turned over 
the command of hie army on tho 15th to Bragg, 
and has gone eastward without troops. 

The rebals aro taking up the rails north of Ju- 
pello and carrying them south to complete the 
road frum Meridian to Uniontown. 

A negro servant of a rebel master says that no 
troops have been sent east, and that they have no 
intention of sending any thither. 

Corinth, June 22. 

It is now p ai'.ively ascertained that Boaure- 
gard turned over the command of the arm3- to 
Bragg on the 15th and lefc for Montgomery, where 
he arrived on the I7th accompanied by bii per- 
sonal staff only. He left Or Richmond immedi- 
ately. Two reports prevail here concerning t hs 
cause (f bis departure: One, that he goes east to 
tike cemman'', another, that ha goes there to ex- 
plain tbe evacuation ot Corinth. The latter is 
the more probable, as it is known that for tome 
time Beau-egard and Jeff. DaviB have been on 
antagonistic terms.

00 ia the i hide. Tbe nights are very cool. 

Washington, June 21. 

The Secretary of War has issued an order to 
encourage enlistments, either volunteers or regu- 
lars, by paying u premium of tivo dollars for each 
accepted recruitwvolunteering for three years 
or for the war, and receive the first month's pay 
in advance upon mastering his company ioto 
service. The order will be transmitted to the 
Governors of States and recruiting officers. 

The churches have already been accepted for 
hi spitals, and six are already fitted for the recep- 
tion of wounded. 

Gen. Wadsworth has been relieved of tbe com- 
mand of all the military here except the Provost 
Guard. Gen. Sturgis has been assigned to the 
command of all the forces in the vicinity of Wash- 
ington. 

Washington, June 22. 

A daily overland mail to the Pacific is again in 
successful operation. The announcement is made 
as a fact, but is not generally known. There is 
sufficient military force to protect travel. The 
time from St. Joseph to Placarville is about 
seventeen days. 

Within the past week the Postoffice Depart- 
ment has opened several old effices in Virginia. 

The balk Gem of the S ta on tbe 3d captured 
the rebel schooner Mary Stewart, from Nassau, 
while attempting to run tbe blockade of Santee 
river, South Carolina. She formerly belonged to 
Governor Aiker, of South Carolina. 

The United Statea, steamer Calhoun has cap- 
tured on Lake Ponchartrain the rebel steamers 
Whiteman and Venus and cut out tbe rebel gun- 
boat Corpbyus. A number of othor vessels have 
been captured by our squadron. 

Fort Monroe, June 21. 
We learn tbat quite a skirmish occurred on the 
10. h between tbe 20th Indiana, in Kearney's di- 
vision, and the rebels, lasting over an hour. The 
Indiana boys stood their ground with slight loss. 
Lieut. Carr, of the 20ib Indiana, and tbree pri- 
vates were woundod. The regiment was compli- 
mented by Gen. Kearney for bravery yesteiday. 
The rebels end savored to feel our lines by shell- 
ing vigorously different points to annoy the 
workmen, but did but little damage. 

St. Louis, June 22. 

Gan. Schofield, commarding the Federal forces 
in Missouri, has issued an order holding rebels and 
reb<) sympathizers responsible in their property, 
and, if need b6, in their persons for damages 
hereafter committed bv guerillas or marauding 
parties in this State. F'ive thousand dollars for 
•very soldier or Union citizen killtd, from $1,000 
to $5 000 for every one wounded, ard the full 
value of all property destroyed or stolen by tbe 
guerillas, will be assessed and collected from the 
class of persons above mentioned residing in the 
vicinity of the place where the act is committed. 
The sum thns collected will be paid to the legal 
bttlr of the soldier or citizsn killtd. or tbe person 
murdored, or the li^htful onnsr tf tbe property 
destroyed or stelen. 

This order li very Btringent, and abundant ma- 
chinery ha9 been provided to carrv it into speedy 
effect. 

Kansas City, June 21. 

The 8anla Fe mail, wilh dates to the 7th 
inst, has arrived. Captains Morris and Ingra- 
ham and Judge O'eno are among the passengers. 

Capt. Morris left F't. Craig on the 2d inst. The 
rear guard of the Texans was at El Paso. 

The mail party saw no Indians on the road, 
and nothing is known or beard of the Texans 
coming on the Santa Fe road to rob teams, as 
was reported. 

All regiments of Mexican volunteers have been 
reorganized into one regiment under tbe com 
mand of Col. Cats in.

He says that a most de| lorable stateof things ex- 
ists at Memphis. Tbe wealthiest portion of tbe

The most extravagant prices 
are asked for everything. The Express Company 
pa} I $300 a month rent for a very ordinary room, 
and Mr. Graham was compelled to pay $3 a day 
for board, and furnish bis own sleeping apartment 
Most of the business houses were closed, and 
complete stagnation of all kinds of buskess 
had taken place.

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A Mexican Development.— A curious letter 
of Qm. Prim to the Einperor Napoleon, which 
baa j oat come to light, conveys these solemn 
warning!: 

Monarchy left behind it in this country (Mexi 
oo) neither the immense interests of a secular no 
bilitv. as happens in Europe when by the vlo 
lance of a revolutionary hurricane some throne is 
overturned, nor did It leave moral interests or 
anything which would cause the present genera- 
tion to desire the re-establishment of 'monarchy, 
which It never knew, and whioh nobody nor any- 
thing has taught it to desire or respect. 

It will t>« «<y for your Majesty to condnot 
Prince Maximilian to the capital and crown him 
Kins- but this King will find in the country no 
other support than that of thoso conservative 
leaders who, when iu power, never thought of es- 
tablishing a mouarony, but contemplate It now 
that they are beaten, scattered, and in exile. 

The General further cautions the Emperor that 
a foreign monarch must fall from a Mexican 
throne "the day that the imperial mantle of 
France ceases to shield him," and frankly de- 
clares that the spirit of the nation will rebel 
against a radical change in its institutions. 
Warnings like tbeae, coming from a Spanish 
General, who Is not more famous than bis gov- 
ernment for tendernet s towards individuals or na- 
tions, murt produce a decided effect. After the 
defeat of the French arms in Mexico and the dis- 
ruption of the alliance, this testimony of a com- 
petent witness carries added weight. 

Seriously III.— The Memphis Argus of the 
17tb says that Col. Clmles Ellet, the commander 
of the Federal ram fleet, is said to be seriously 
ill. He was wounded with a ball from a pistol in 
the late fight before Memphis, the ball striking 
near the knee and ranging upward. Shortly af- 
terwards he was taken with measles, and is said 
to be quito ill. He left for Cairo on the Eugene 
on the 16th. 

The Fokt Dablisg ob Drury's Bluff 
Fight.— There has been mnch anxiety expressed 
in referecceof the failure to the iron-plated steam- 
er Galena to c pirate successfully against the rebe 
batteries on the James river, below Richmond. 
The New York Times publishes the following let- 
ter from Lieutenant Wm. N. Jeffers, commander 
of the Monitor, relating to the affair at Drury's 
Bluff, hitherto wrongly considered in many quar- 
ters a disastrous repulse, whereas it was nothing 
but a reconnoissance in force, and test of the Ga- 
lena's yet untried powers, and In reality an action 
reflecting the highest credit upon our officers and 
seamen. Lieut. Jeffers'e oljeot is to give a faith- 
ful portraiture of the entire engagement, in which 
he had taken an active part; to render honor 
to whom honor is due, and to counteract false 
imprestions which had got abroad, investing one 
gallant commander with merits that manifestly 
belonged to another. We leave our readers to 
draw their own conclusions from the letter, mere- 
ly asserting that it is the clearest and most satis- 
factory account whloh we have yet seen of the 
action at Fort Darling. The Times also says if 
any corroboration were needed to testimony com- 
ing from so high a source as the gallant com- 
mander of the Monitor, it might add that Lieut. 
Morris, the commander of the Cumberland when 
she went down, has sent the amplest Indorsement 
of every statement in Lieut. Jeffers's letters. lie 
commanded the Port Bryal during the engage- 
ment at Fort Darling. The letter is dated— 
TJhitkio States Battkbt Monitor,) 
James River, June 9, 1862. j* 

I find in the daily journals of Jane 6'-h, under 
date of Washington, June 6:b, the following item 
of news: 

Upon the recommendation of the 8*ore*ary of the 
Treaanry, the President has complimented Firat Llfut 
D. t Constable, commanding tha revenue atearue' IS. 
A. Bteveua. by handing htm personally a cotmnisalou aa 
Cspt, u In th* revenue cutter aarvlce. In r. cognition of 
Ilia gallantry in lending with rata eteamer the attacking 
force lu the reoent ascent of the James rlvir, and the 
bombardm*ot of Fort I>arling. 

Second Li -ut. J. W. Wil-oo baa alao been promoted 
to a Firat Lieutenancy for gallant bearing lu the some 
action. 

Although a newspaper paragraph may appear 
to be a i lender foundation fur so long a letter, 
yet as I have frequently during this war seen 
snob assumptions, when uncontroverted, come to 
be admitted as facts, I beg leave to make in your 
columns the following contribution to the truth 
of history. 

The navy has reaped none of the substantial re- 
wards of glorious doids in the way of promotion. 
It ts therefore incumbent on each membar of it 
to Fes that none of the credit due is misappropri- 
ated. 

The E A. Stevens did not lead the attackicg 
forces at the bombardment of Fort Darling, nor at 
any other time or place, when under fire. 

On several occasions, on arriving at shallow 
places, she waB sent ahead, on account of her 
light draught, to sound, and, when necessary, 
to plant buoys. 

The morning of the battle, the Galena led, fol- 
lowed by the Monitor, ar.d, at some distance, by 
the Aroostook, Port Royal, and B. E. Stevens. 

Just before tbe Galena anchored, at a distance 
(according to Commander Rodgers' estimate)of 600 
vards below the batteries, the enemy opened fire. 
Tbe Mori or soon coming un Commander Rodgers 
directed her to pass ahead, and, shortly after 
ward — on the Galena getting into position — efai 
did bc; but finding that her guns could not be 
brought to bear, tbe Monitor then dropped down 
bolow the Galena, and, after some manoeuvring 
for a suitable position, came to anchor nearly mid- 
wav between the Galena and the shore. 

During this time the Aroostrok was under way, 
but soon frucd tbe moment she left tbe cover of 
a small rxlot, the enemy opened upon her with 
great precision. She therefore dropped anchor 
dose in chore, her hull sheltered considerably by 
the low bank frinped with tcattered trees and 
bushes, and about 600 yards below the Galena, 
as estimated by her c immander. 

Tbe E A. Stevens was still further below, and 
seldom if ever visible from tbe battel y. Tbe 
third screen of trues which fringed tbe bank per- 
mitted her to see the battery, but rendered the 
Stevens's position very indistinct, if visible at all. 

The Port Royal lay still further below, in tbe 
only position iu which she oould bring her guns 
to bear. . • 

From my position to windward, clear of smoke, 
I could cbjerve every shot fired by both parties ; 
and, with the aid of a very powerful glass, gen- 
erally see on which vessel the fort's guns were 
trained. Tbe enemy very judiolously refrained 
from firing at Ibe Monitor (not ever two aho'e 
being fired while the Galena was within range), 
acdreljing on their cool judgment in this mat- 
ter, I eat in one of the turret scuttles, to better 
observe the effect tf my own and other vessel j' 
fire. 

I therefore venture to assert that not a single 
shot was fired from the fort at the E A. Stevens 
during the action. Tbe tiring from the fort was 
very deliberate, and the moment a shot whizzed 
past me I turned to observe the effect on my 
comrades in tbe rear. 

No, sir; tb#whole credit of that actios belongs 
to Commander John Rodgers. He believed, ai 1 
did, that the armor of the Galena was readily 
penetrable by shot from tbe class of guns we were 
likely to Una on the battery. This, however, be 
ing but an opinion, required a trial to verify its 
truth. He knew, from ocular demonstration, 
that the barrier was impassable unless the batte- 
ry was reduced, and that batteries placed in such 
favorable positions oould not be reduced by the 
gunboats alone, if resolutely defended. 

That they would be so defended he bad a 
guarantee in the knowledge that the guns were 

manned by tbe beet artillerists in the world 

seamen — commanded by officers late of the navy 
of the United States. 

Nevertheless he led in that vessel, andfusained 
the aclion at close quarters for four hours, only 
ceasing on the exhaustion of his ammunition ; an 
action unexcelled for the judgment and gallantry 
displayed, and, though unsuccessful, yet not a 
repulse, for nothing further than a reconnoissance 
in fore, and a trial of the Galena's armor, was 
intended. 

It is not the intention of this letter to, in any 
wav, detract from the gallantry of Captain Con-

VERT LATE FROM RICHMOND. 

REBEL VIEWS OF MCCLELLAS'S CAMPAIGN. 

The brilliant operations of Gen. Jackson in the 
valley of tbe Shenandoah, crippling and dispers- 
ing the forces of Milroy and •*•"« J* Mc- 
Dowell, of Banks st Front Royal and Winchester, 
of Fremont at Crcsa Keys, and Shields at Port 
Republic have bad a wide-reaching and impor- 
tant bearing on the war. These several corps 
were 'o have been consolidated and brought across 
the Blue Ridge en route for Richmond. When 
they reached the Rippahannock, McDowell, with 
his Fredericksburg army, was to fall into line, 
and the united columns were to be precipitated 
on the devoted city from the north. At the same 
time, it is probable Burnside was expected to be 
on band from the soutb, advancing up the south 
side cf the James from the direction of Suffolk, In 
conjunction with tbe Monitor and Its consorts in 
the river. The capital being thus afsaiUd from 
the north and soutb, McClellan was to make the 
grand attack from the east, in front. 

The plan was a gigantic one, and, in ail prob- 
ability, would have succeeded, but for the mas- 
terly movements of Jackson, completely Paraly- 
zing the Valley force, and compelling McDowell 
to detach a large portion cf his army to save 
Banks and company from demolition, and tbeir 
capital from capture. Thus left without co- 
operation and succor, McClellan is afraid to strike. 
Within sound almost of tbe church bells of Rich- 
mond, within sight almost of the ling-civeted 
treasure, a sudden disappointment strikes him, a 
cold tremor seizes him, and he ekulks and hides 
himsolf like a craven ia the dismal marshes of 
tbe Chickabominy — one day sendirg to Wash- 
ington a braggart and inondacious bulletin of 
wbat his invincible army has done and is about 
to do, and the next bawling with all bis might 
for reinforcements. For tbe present, at least, he 
is cornered by tbe bold dash of Jackson — tbe next 
move Bhould be a checkmate. 

DABK PROSPECTS FOB BIOHMONI). 

(From the Richmond Dally Examiner, June 14.) 

It is uncertain whe'her McClollan'a army has 
fallen back to a fortified camp in 'he rear of his 
first position or further; and as the art and prac 
tice of making reconnoissance in force seems to be 
unknown to military men in America, and the 
Confederates have not gotten so far in French as 
to understand the use of balloons, there is proba- 
bly little information worthy of relierce In the 
possession of any person or persons in R chmond. 
One thing is manifest, that McClellan is not at- 
tacking the Confederate lines or operating against 
the city. As he came here for these purposes, 
and as he published to all mankind Ibe intention 
and pledge to "push us to the wall," the fact tbat 
ho in doing; nothing nf the sort, tbat he has drawn 
his pickets back, and ccts as if only occupied 
about tbe safety of his army, proves tbat there is 
a terrible bitch or slip somewhere, and that the 
plan of his campaign lias been interpolated with 
an important digression. 

Tbe fact is, tbat Ihe Federal Government at 
this moment is in a more diflicttt position than it 
has ever been before, running greater danger 
than it has incurred since Manassas, and passing 
a worse strait than that to which the Confederocy 
was lately brought. It is now manifest that the 
Governmental Washington is aware of its condi- 
tion, and that the road to Richmond, In which 
McUellan started last winter, via Yorktown, 
has been, for the present, abandoned. 

McDowell's co-operation was necessary to that 
plan, and the celerity and success of Jackson's 
movements in the valley have compelled bis re- 
call for the defecc* of this city. Tbe regular 
national troops bavo baen withdrawn from both 
Fredericksburg and Norfolk; their plaoos are sup- 
plied by the militia lately summoned from tbe 
North. Tha 8,000 taken from Norfolk have pro- 
bably joined McClellan, but tbe whole force lately 
marching on Richmond from Fredericksburg bos 
gone to tbe scene of operations in the valley. 

That swift-footed Achilles, who haa routed 
Banks, des'roved Shields, and smitten Fremont, 
will give McDowell a long day's work. He may 
find a grave in his way before be turns again to- 
ward Richmond. At any rate, tbe design depen- 
dent on his co-operation must be abandoned, and 
perhaps McClellan is not less perplexed than our- 
selves to decide which shall, be tbe now plan.

HOW THEY CONSOLE THEMSELVES FOR NEW OR 
LEANS. 

[From the Richmond Daily Examiner, June 14.] 
Tbe Northern peopls exult over what they are 
pleased to call the reopening of the Mississippi. 
Tbat they virtually possess tbe river, and can use 
it for purposes of war is ur questionable, but tbat 
the river is op >n to their commerce, or of other 
service to them than as a road for iron clad ves- 
sels, is untrue. Until the Southern Confederacy 
is destroyed, the Mississippi cannot again become 
a channel for commerce. While a single point 
upon its vast extent, on either bank, is accessible 
to hostile parties, it can convey armed vessels 
only, and although they hive New Orleans and 
the principal strategic positions above it, they 
have not driven tbe Confederates from many 
hundred miles i f its shores, whence they can step 
trade and passage as completely as by the guns of 
Fort Pillow or UV Iambus. 

The fall of New Orleans and the consequent 
corquest of tbe Mississippi was a heavy blow to 
the Confederacy, and diminishes its resources for 
supplies. But it is far from being irretrievable. 
Tbe reeovery of that river will bo as easy as its 
loss. Victories in tbe North will compel tbe 
United States to recall its troops, even if the yel- 
low fever does not do its work, in the next sixty 
days, fo effectually as to leave none to recoil. 
New armies will be foimod in the States which 
border that river, which will retake New Or- 
leans. No treaty of peace is possible which 
would leave the river in tho hands of the North. 
An effort will be made to render the great city 
at its mouth a free town, like Hamburg and Bre- 
men; but it will bs an indecisive war and a drawn 
battle only which will render the project possible. 
The pscple of tho Mississippi, country and town, 
are entirely Southern, bitterly hostile to the 
Unitel State', and, without an exception, re- 
solved forever to be conatltuent parta of the Con- 
federacy. If the Confederacy lives, it will be 
impossible to give tbat river and its valley any 
political connection other than nature ordains for 
it. Beyond the separation from Texas and Ar- 
kansas, and the loss of the cattle supply wo 
might obtain from that source, its present posses- 
sion by the enemy is oC no real importance in the 
actual war or in the future condition of tbe coun- 
try. 

Brutal Murder.— The Quincy (111 ) Whig 
gives the details of an atrocious murder which 
was committed on Saturday evening last near 
Tioga, Hancock county - 

A man named Lswis Gray, enticed his victim, 
a lad by tbe name of James Gordon, about ten 
years of age, and the son of the Rev. .Mr. Gordon, 
a Baptist clergyman in Tioga, into the woods 
near ibe village, saying that be bad something 
important to tell him, and murdered him in cold 
blood by beating him on the head with a club, and 
afterwards stamping on bis breast until he waa 
nearly beat to a jelly. He left him where he bad 
fallen and came back into the village, having the 
impudence to call at Mr. Gordon's soon after, in- 
quiring if Jamas hsd returned, and offered lo go 
in search of him, which he did, looking in every 
place but the right one. 

Oa Monday morning tho bodv was discovered 
and the villian arrested. Public excitement rose 
to-such a degree that there was much danger of 
Gray's being lynched immediately.

New York, June 21. 

Tbe Government baa no official intelligence con- 
firming the report of the capitulation of Fort 
Morgan, near Mobile. 

[ rribuxke's Correspondence. J 

Seven Pines, Jnne 18. 

At noon to-day intelligence was communicated 
from the front that the enemy, 30,000 strong, 
was in line before Hcoker's advanced po.it ion. At 
half-past four o'clock, under Gen. Hooker's order, 
tbe 16 b Massachusetts went into the deep, 
swampy woed, acd other regiments took np lines 
of battle upon the edge of the timber, out of 
which buret upon us in unequal numbers and 
death on tbe 31st of May. The musketry lire was 
soon sharp within the leafy fastness — sharp and 
strong. Brampall's buttory sent spherical coso 
shot over the word into tbe rebel picket ground 
to assist tbe infantry Fkirmishers. This artillery 
fire was not replied to for a half hour, and then 
only from the far right. 

It was Armstead's brigade that was in front of 
us to-day. In one spot six rebel dead lay to- 
gether. We drove tbeir whole picket line in half 
a mile. Three men of tho 16th were killed, and 
eight wounded.

Camp before Richmond,) 
Wednesday, June 18. f 

Another fine day. Every day of sur6hina ad- 
vances the fall of Richmond. Three days' rain 
might postpone it essentially. The roads are be- 
coming bard, and the surface of tbe earth in the 
fields, except in low spots, is practicable for ar- 
tillery. 

We had very brisk picket firing last night in 
front of a point half a mils north of Fair Oaks 
S'ation. Our side sustained no damage. Tbis 
morning everything is quiet again. 

It ia reported by deserters tbat heavy reinforce- 
ments have been sent from Richmond to Jackson 
in the valley of the Shenandoah. 

Another correspondent writing under the same 
date says: 

"I am positively assured, by parties who are re- 
liably informed, tnat ths life of tbe arch-traitor, 
Jeff Davis, is in extreme danger, the rebels look- 
ing upon bim with tbe utmost suspicion. It is 
even averred that he was prevented, by an armed 
force, from escaping cut cf Richmond. He is tbo 
object of general distruiL Handbills, in every 
variety, are displayed all over the city, denounc- 
ing Jeil Davis, and applying to him ridicnlons 
and approbrious epithets. The rebels declare it 
is tbe intention of Davis to destrt them. Nu- 
merous persons have been arrested and confine] 
for rebelling agains the authorities in Rich- 
mond."

Washington, June 20. 

Tbe Pacific Railroad bill passed the Senate to - 
il ly, with five negative votes. Tbe main route 
which it fixes is to commence at a point on tho 
100 h meridian of longitude within tbe Territory 
of Nebraska. Of tbe branches, one commences 
at Sioux City; another at another point on tbo 
western boundary of Iowa, which will probably 
be at or near Omaha City or the mouth of tbo 
Platte river; both cf th.se branches to be con- 
structed by tbe Union Pacific Company, which 
constructs the main road. The Kansas branch, 
commencing opposite Kansas City, is to be con- 
structed by a Kansas com p iny, and with this 
branch the Hannibal and St. Joseph road b au- 
thorized to form a connection. The main road is 
to run by the most direct and practicable route 
to be located, subjsct to tbe approval of the Pres- 
ident. By the Bouse bill, tho road was to com- 
mence on the 102d meridian, and the terminus 
was not necessarily within the Territory of Ne 
braska, but probably the House will agree to the 
Senate amendment. There is little di ubt of lbs 
final passage of tbe bill substantially as passed 
by the Senate. 

Col. I urchin, of the 19:h Illinois, and Col. 
Brigg', of Mass., have been nominated Briga- 
dier- G.-nerals. 

Tbe Herald's Washington despatch says it is 
now definitely settled that Congress will adjourn 
between the 1st and 10th of July. 

Fredericksburg, Jnne 17. 

In the fight at Port Republic, Col. Carroll's 
artillery used nothing but canister and grape, and 
when tbo enemy cams too near tbe men nsed 
tbeir revolvers with telling effect. Col. Carroll 
led three successive charges to the support of the 
7Lh Indiana, driving the enemy back until they 
were II inked and cL'tupelled to ratxnat. Tbe State 
jurisdiction has bonn re-established in Morgan 
and Berkley countios, and wilt shortly be ex- 
tended to Jeffa/son and Frederick. 

The election in Berkley last month gave 800 
majority for Governor Pierpcnt. 

A considerable haul of guns, pistols, and am- 
munition was made in Berry villa yesterday. The 
arms were all loaded with ball cartridges. 

The effice cf the Berryville Conservator was 
confiscated for secession publications, and the ef- 
fects removed hither to aid ia filling a large 
amount of army printing. 

A large amount of ammunition left here, it is 
supposed by Gen. Shields, was discovered by tbo 
ordnance officers in the old stone church to-day, 
probably overlooked by the enemy. 

The first instance of a colored man abetting tho 
enemy occurred to-day. It had been stated that 
he volunteered as guide and spy for Jackson in bis 
late advance hither. He was confined for further 
investigation. 

General Shields has been in command of this 
depaitiaent during the temporary absence of Gsu. 
Banks, who returns to morrow. 

The bridge over the Potomac at Harper's Forry 
his been rebuilt, and the cars run regularly to tbe 
West. 

At tbe instance of the Government, the Balti- 
more and Ohio Riilroad Company are repairing 
the Winchester and Potomac road, and travel 
will bo resumed over it by Thursdiy. This will 
greatly facilitate the transportation of much 
noeded army supplies. 

The occupation of the valley bv our present 
forces 1. * - not restored a feeling of security to 
loyal residents. 

Jackson will shortly pay us another visit in his 
usual style. 

CoRiNTn, Jnna 19. 

Tbe heavy winds of Monday and Tuesday 
bights prostrated tbe telegraph lines north of us. 

Oar army has relumed from Boonville, and 
now occupies a position not so far Soutb. 

Maj jr General Peps bos gone North on a fur- 
lough. 

The Memphis and Charleston railroad is in run- 
ning order eastward to Tnscumbia and westward 
to Cypress creek, fifty miUs from here. The 
M.'bile and Ohio road is in ruuning order north- 
wardly to Jackson, and railroad communication 
is open with Grand Junction via Jackson. It is 
reported that the road westwardly from the 
Junction is badly damaged. The telegraph lines 
upon all the railroads are in very good condition. 

Major-General Ord and Brigadier- Generals 
Sullivan and Hamilton have arrived bore. 

There is considerable Union sentiment express- 
ing itaelf in Western Tennessee, particularly in 
Bolivar and Jackson counties. 

Beauregard's army at the last accounts was at 
Okolona, 80,000 strong. 

Twenty thouiand men, under Kirby Smith, 
wore at Chattanooga, and 16,000 under Price and 
Van Dorn, were at Fulton, Miss. There is a small 
cavalry force at Grenada. 

M km i ins, June 19. 

An expadition composed of the gunboats St. 
L uis, Lexington, Conestoga, and Mound Citv, 
accompanied by transports carrying the 431 
and 46tb Indiana regiments, nnder Col. Fitch, 
were sent from here some days since for the pur- 
pose of removing destructions from White river. 
Oo. tbe 17th instant tbe expedition reached St. 
Charlea, eighty- five miles above the mouth, 
where tbo rebels had erected a battery. An en- 
gagement ensued, lostirg an hour and a half, 
when our gunboats engaged tbe battery; the 
troops nnder Col. Fitch landed a short distance be- 
low and proceeded to storm the placs. Daring the 
cannonading, a ball entered tbe boiler of the 
Mound City, causing a fearful exDlosion and loss 
of life. The crew consist el of 175 men, of whom 
nearly 125 were killed. John Kinzie, Jos. Sco- 
ville, John Green, Henry K. Brown, Joseph Nix- 
on, John Coxe, Captain Kilty, flag officer, were 
badly scalded, but it is thought they will recover. 

Colonel Fitch's charge upon the battery was a 
great success, driving the enemy out by the point 
of the bayonet. Rebel loss 125 killed and wound- 
ed, and 30 prisoners. Colonel Fitch's loss is small. 
General Halleck occupied Holly Springs. 

New York, June 21. 
The U. S. gunboat Connecticut, Commander 
Woodbull, arrived this morniog from ports on the 
Southern coast, brirging dates from Matagorda 
of June 3, New Orleans of June 6. Mobile Bar of 
June 7, Pensacola of June 8, Cedar Keys, Tampa 
Bay, and St. Marks or June 9, Key West of June 
14, Port Royal of June 18, acd Fortre s Monroe 
of June 20. 

She brings a large mail from tbe squadron, and 
sixty-seven wounded from tbe various ports, the 
principal part of whom were wounded ia oaptur- 
ing the forts between that place.

LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES, 
Patted at tlte Second Settion of the Thirty seventh 
Congress. 

[Poblic— No. 87.") 
AN ACT proviuing for the selection of jurors to 
serve in the several courts in the District of 
Columbia. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Home of Rcpre 
tentative* of the United Stattt of America in 
Congress assetttbted, That it shall be the duty of 
tbe Register of Waabiogton city, and of tbe re- 
spective clerks of the cily of Georgetown and the 
Levy Court of Washington county, in tho Dis- 
trict of Columbia, within one month after tbo 
passage of this act, aid on or before the first day 
of February in each year thereaf er, to make a 
list of such of the white male citizens, tax-pay- 
ers, residing within tbeir respective jurisdictions, 
as they shall judge best qualified to serve as 
jurors in ihe courts of the said District, in which 
lists may be included, in the discretion of the cm- 
cer making the same, tbe names of such qualified 
persons as were on tbe list of the previous year 
but did not serve as juror; 1 , and tbe lists thus 
made by the register and clerks aforesaid shall bo 
kept by tbem, respectively, and be delivered over 
to their successors in effice. 

Soc. 2. And be it further enacted, That the ofl - 
cers aforesaid shall select from the list of Ibo reg- 
ister of WasbingU n city the names of four hun- 
dred persons, from that of the clerk of Georgetown 
eighty persons, and from tba> of tho clerk of tho 
levy court forty persons, which proportion, tf.er 
tbe year eighteen hundred and sixty- thre«, may- 
be vuried from year to year according to the in- 
crease or decrease of population iu tbe respective 
jurisdictions, by oidar of the judges of the circui' 
court of Washington county. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That Ihe 
Mavors of the cities of Washington and George- 
town, all judicial efficors, salaried officers of the 
Government of the United Slates, commisaio iers 
of police, and those connected with the police or 
fire department, counsellors and attorneys at law, 
ministers of the gospel, and priests of every de- 
nomination, practising physicians and surgeons, 
keepers of hospitals, asylums, almshouses, or 
other charitable institutions created by or under 
tbe laws relating tothe District of Columbia, cip- 
tains and masters ard other persons employed on 
vessels navigating the waters of said District, and 
keepers of public ferries, shall bo exempt from 
jury daty, and their names sball not be placed in 
ihe lists aforesaid. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That tho 
names selected from said Hits sball be written on 
separate and similar pieces of paper, which shall 
be so folded or rollad up that the names c innot 
be seen, and placet in a box, to be provided bv 
the register and clerks aforesaid, which box shall 
be sealed, and afior being thoroughly shaken, 
shall be delivered to thn clerk of tbe circuit court 
of Washington county f ir safe keeping. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted. Tint Ihe said 
register and clerks, and the clerk i f tbo circuit 
court, shall, at least ten days before tbe com- 
mencement of each term of the circuit or of tbe 
criminal court, moot at the City Hall in Wash- 
ington city, and then and tbere tbe clerk of the 
circuit court shall publicly break tbe seal of said 
box anl proceed to draw therefrom the names of 
so many persona as are required; and if the jury 
aU ut to be drawn is intei ded for sen ice in tbe 
criminal court, the twenty-three persons whoie 
names thill be first drawn shall constitute tbe 
grand jury, and the twenty- six persons whose 
names shall next ba drawn shall conslilnte the 
petit jury for tbat term; but in a capital case 
where the said panel shall have been exhausted 
by reason of challenge or otherwise, the court be- 
fore whom such capital case is pending may, in 
its discretion, order additional names to ba drawr; 
and if all of the names in the box shall have been 
drawn ont and no jury ftuod, tbeccurt may or- 
der tbe marshal to summon talesmen uitil a jury 
shull be f<u..d. And if a jury be required for tbe 
circuit cturt, tho twenty six persons whoso 
nu-nes sball first ba drawn shall conali ute the 
jury for that term, and the names of tbe persona 
drawn ss aforesaid shall not be again placed in 
inch box for tho period of two years. If any per- 
son whose name is no drawn sball have d.ed or 
removed from the District, or haa become other- 
wise disabled from serving as a jii'or, the said 
register and clerks shall draw from tbe box an- 
other name, wbo shall serve iostead; and aftor 
tbe requisite number of jurors shall have been so 
drawn, tbe said box sball be again sealed and de- 
livered to the clerk of the circuit court as afore taid. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted. That it sball 
be tbe duty of tbe Marshal of the District of 
Columbia, at least five days before the meeting 
of the court for which a jory i' requirod, to notify 
each person drawn, by serving on bim a notice in 
writing of bis selection as a juror of ths court be 
is to attend, and of the day and hoor he is to op 
pear; which notice shall be given to each juror in 
person, or be left at bis usual placo of rosidencr; 
a copy of whitTh notice, with bis certificate stating 
when ard in what manner tbe original was 
served, shall be returned by the »aH Marshal to 
the curt bofore the commencement of tbe term 
for which the Baid jurora were drawn. 

Sec. 7. ^Ittdoett further enacted, That in caao 
of either of tbe crHcers whoso daty it is to make 
out the lists aforesaid shall neglect or refuse to 
act, or in case either of them shall be interested 
in any acticn or proceeding per ding in Ilia said 
circuit or criminal court, tbe chief judge of the 
circuit court shall appoint a fit and proper person 
to discharge the daty instoad; and if tbo persons 
elected as jurors do not attend, tbe court may 
order tbe marshal to summon other respectable 
tax payers, possessing tbe other legal qualifica- 
tions, to supply tbe deficiency. Acd if at any 
time there sboufd not b % by reason of challenge 
or otherwise, a sufficient uumbsr of jurors to 
make ap tbe panel, the court shall oidar tbe 
marshal to summon as many talesmen as are nec- 
essary for that purpose. 

Sec. 8. And'": it further evaded. That no per- 
son shall be competent to act as a juror nnleas he 
be a citizen of the United States, a resident of the 
District of Columbia, over twenty one and unuer 
sixty-five years of age, a good and lawful man, 
wbo has never been convicted of a felony or mis 
de noanor involving moral turpitude. And a par- 
son may be excused ly the court from solving on 
a jury when, for any reason, his interests or those 
of the public will be materially injured by his at- 
tendance, or when be is a party ir any action or 
proceeding to bo tried or dotermiued by tbe in- 
tervention of a jury at the term for which he 
may bo Bummoned, or where his own health or 
tbe death or sickness of a member of bis family 
requires his absence. 

Sec. 9 And be it further enacted, That if any 
officer named in tbe first section of tbis act Bhall 
pat on tbe list he is required to make tbe name 
of any person at bis own request, or on tbo re 
quest of any other person, or shall be guilty of 
any fraud or collusion with respect to tbe draw- 
ing of jurors, be shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and sball be puni.bed by a fiue of not 
less than one hundred dollars, and imprisoned in 
tbe county jail not less than sixty days, fur each 
and every offence. And if tbe clerk of tbe circuit 
court eball draw from the box a grta'er number 
of names than is required by tbe court, in accor- 
dance with the provisions of this act, or shall put 
in said box any name after Ibe same has been 
delivered to bim as aforesaid, cr sball be guilty of 
any fraud or collusion in respect to the drawing 
ol jurors, be shall be deetmd guilty of a misde- 
meanor, aud sball bo purisbed by a fine of not 
less than one hundred dollars, and bo imprisoned 
in the ooanty jtil not less than eixty days, for 
each and every offence. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted, That if any 
person selected as a juror and duly notified to at- 
tend according to the requirements of tbis act, 
shall, without sufficient cause, neglect to attend 
agreeably to such notice, be shall bo fined by the 
court ia a sum not exceeding twenty dollars for 
every day he sball be absent duriug tbo sitting of 
said court. 

Sec. 11. And be it further enacted, Tbat the 
names on the lists specified in the second section 
of tbis act shall be selected, as near as may be, 
from among the citizens of the several wards of 
the cities of Washington and Georgetown, and 
the three divisions of the county of Washington 
outside the limits of said cities formed by the 
eastern branch of the Potomac river and Rock 
creek, in proportion to the number of taxable 
inhabitants residing in said wards and districts 
respectively.
